Final decision may be given 
tonight on the long-proposed ques- 
tion of allowing a commercial 
development at the southwest 
corner of Foothill Blvd. and Euc- 
lid Ave.

Agreement Indicated 


Apparently, there has been 
some agreement between the ap- 
plicants, the Foothill-Euclid Corp. 
and the city’s representatives 
relative to proposed changes in 
the development. In a conference 
Tuesday in the Los Angeles of- 
fice of Architect Albert C. Mar- 
tin, the applicants reportedly 
agreed to suggestions that had 
been discussed by the city coun- 
'cilmen. Present at the Tuesday 
meeting from the city were May-, 
or Pro Tem Donald C. Carr and 


City Manager Elwin Alder. 
These proposals will be dis- 
cussed at tonight’s meeting. If 


an official agreement is reached, 
a contract is then to be prepared 
to insure the realization of the 
development as agreed upon. 





Vote Yet To Come 


Persons interested in the de- 
velopment are concerned about 
ithe final vote to officially per- 
mit a change in the zone to al- 
low the development. While dis- 
cussion at the previously held 


public hearings indicated the 
councilmen’s willingness to dis- 
cuss details, the final decision 


is yet to come in actually grant- 
ing the zone change. 

Even. though preliminary 
agreement may have been 
reached relative to the develop: 
ment, the decision will come 
|when the vote of a zone change 
is called for. 

Since the first public hearing, 
E. Tweed Stone has left the city 
hall and Wm. Kistinger will suc- 
ceed him. What bearing this will 
have on the final outcome is 
unknown. Mr. Kistinger was not 
present when the planning com- 
mission turned down the propo- 
sal. He is a member of the city 
planners. 

If the zone change appliation 
is approved this would be a re- 
versal in the planning commis- 
sion vote. Only two-thirds city 
council approval is required in 
such cases. 


Council Will 
Set Hearing 
On Parking 


Public hearing on new proceed- 
ings for the Upland parking dis- 
trict will be tentatively set for 
May 2 at the Upland city coun- 
cil meeting tonight if routine is 
observed. 

A resolution setting the date 
and establishing legal foundation 
for eventual realizaton of the 
long-sought parking district is 
scheduled for presentation. Ray 
Curran, special legal counsel, has 
been working closely, with Har- 
old Wilder, city engineer, in the 
proceedings. : 

One outstanding feature of the 
new proceedings is a reduction 
in the size’ of the proposed park- 
ing district and elimination of one 
of the proposed off-street park- 
ing lots. An amendment to the 
previously proposed boundaries 
will be offered as part of the 
routine. Hearing on this amend- 
ment may delay the proceedings 
a few weeks but it is expected 
to reduce the possibility of legal 
protests. 

In general the new proposed 
southern boundary line is a short 
distance south of Ninth St. In

The handkerchiefs from a col- 
lection of nearly 400 were ar- 
ranged by Mrs. Williamison’s 
daughter, Mrs. Ruth D. Whiting, 
in cooperation with the library 
staff.

10 Pumps In Use 

Since residents of the Cuca- 
monga-Alta Loma area voted 
water distri t improvement 
bonds, water distributing mains 
and reservoirs have been placed 
to serve from the foothills south 
through the district. 

Ten pumps, two at each of five 
stations, are now in use by the 
water district. From the main 
| pumping station on Archibald 
Ave. across from ‘Cucamonga 
District School, the other four 
stations and tank reservoirs are 
stationed northward to the foot- 
hills, with the pumps at each sta- 
tion relaying water higher. The 
main station elevation is 1100 
feet, with the fifth station at an 
elevation of 2396 feet.

There should be four inches of 
soil.in the tub. Hardy water 
lilies should be planted horizon- 
tally while tropical lilies should 
be planted upright. The other 
plants you can use to add to the 
surface beauty and to oxygenate 
include a wide variety. Some of 
them are bloomers. Equally im- 
portant are the snails and fish 
which serve as scavengers. 

Once interested it is likely that 
your collection will exceed your 
space and you will be planning 
a pool. That is where ease in

Keen Interest in City Should 
_ Be Maintained -- After Eruptions

Management of municipal business is serious business. 


At this moment, the biggest construction project in the 
city’s history — an enlarged sewer system — is under way. 
At this very moment, in case of emergency, you expect to get 
action from either the fire or the police departments. 


The city-owned water department must be continued on 
a solid basis. The continuing street-maintenance program must 
be handled efficiently. The building department, the engineer- 
ing work and even the daily trash pick up and disposal are 
other services that must be provided on a regular, dependable 


achedule. 


These comments are timely in the light of “eruptions” in 
the city hall here since the first of the month and in the light of 
Petitions that are scheduled to be filed with the Upland city 
councilmen tonight. 


Consideration of personalities is vital in all cases, for the 
human factor is always very important. 


By and large, however, Upland taxpayers and residents 
are concerned with the maintenance of adequate municipal 
facilities and services — at all times. Changes may be made 
in personnel from time to time, for valid reasons, but the fact 
remains the city business must be continued without any 
interruption. 


If City Manager Elwin Alder has made enough serious 
errors to prove that he is not capable of managing the city, 
he should be removed, as is the objective of the petitions. 


And it is well within their rights for local citizens to peti- 
tion the city council for his removal. And the city councilmen 
should give that petition serious consideration. 


The same group seeking Mr. Alder’s ouster are also seek- 
ing to get Ralph H. Palmer returned to his position as police 
chief. Such petitions may be somewhat naturally a part of a 

disturbance that occassionally hits a community. 


In the long view of the situation, such actions may be 
good for a community. As of this moment, more people than in 
many years are showing interest in the city hall business. It 
would be highly commendable if this keen interest in local 
affairs could be maintained month after month — and not 
just when eruptions occur. 


In other words, some good can come out of the current 
situation if there is developed an active and continuing interest 
in the municipality. 


As for us, we have faith in the city councilmen — and 
the city manager. 


Higher School Taxes..Needed 
To Maintain Teaching Staffs 


Most school districts in Southem California need more 
teachers. 


That is the situation in the Upland elementary schools 
and at the Chaffey and Upland high schools. Keen competition, 
therefore, prevails for school teachers over a wide area. One 
district raises its salary schedule to appeal to teachers. Another 
district raises the pay — and thus the pattern is set. 


That is one main reason why local taxpayers are being 
asked to increase the tax rates for the Upland elementary 
school district and the Chaffey high school district. “Excess” 
tax rates have been called for the May 17 school elections. 
An increase of 65 cents in the rate is sought for the Upland 
district and an increase of 37 cents for the high schools, 


In general, the salaries in Upland would be increased at 
least $400 a year for each teacher. In addition, many new 
teachers must be hired to handle the anticipated enrollment 
next September. 


Taxpayers, will give the answer on May 17. If they ap- 
prove the “excess” tax rate, the local schools will be in a 
better competitive position to keep and to get qualified téach- 
ers. If the rate is not approved, it is likely some of the best 
teachers would accept higher pay elsewhere and it would be 
difficult to get a sufficient number of teachers to provide for 
the increased enrollment. 


To a great extent, taxpayers must rely on the recom- 
mendations of school board members and the school adminis- 
traters. 


They tell us: “If you want good teachers and if you want 
to maintain the right number of pupils in each room, it 
will be necessary to increase salaries to keep and to get 
teachers.” 


So, it is up to you.
